NANKING  ON  THE  LAND  -  2  reels,  16  mm.,  sound,  in  color,  released  19h7 * 

20  minutes .   (Available  from  Farm  Credit  Admin- 
istration regional  offices  and  for  sale;  not  in 
libraries. ) 
Ned  Harper,  a  charter  member  of  a  local  national  farm  loan  associ- 
ation, recalls  in  his  own  experiences  the  handicaps  farmers  used  to  face 
in  having  only  short  term  mortgage  loans,  high  interest  rates  and  renewal 
fees  Yfhich  drove  them  to  insist  on  their  own  cooperative  loan  system. 
Ned  was  one  of  the  farmers  called  to  Washington  to  testify  when  Congress 
was  considering  the  Farm  Loan  Act  finally  passed  in  19 16.  The  Act  set  up 
Federal  Land  Banks  and  made  provision  for  farmers  to  organize  national 
farm  loan  associations  to  bring  long  term  loans  to  their  communities. 
Mr.  Harper  traces  the  development  of  the  system  to  date  and  the  service 
it  has  rendered  farmers  and  is  continuing  to  give  them.

This  picture  shows  the  gaiety  of  the  cotton  carnival,  cotton's 
contribution  to  the  national  economy,  ups  and  downs  of  life  in  the  cotton 
belt,higheryields  achieved,  one-variety  communities,  diversification  and 
mechanization,  increasing  foreign  competition,  flame  cultivators  and  me- 
chanical pickers,  Southern  industrial  expansion,  new  uses  for  cotton, 
importance  of  cotton  to  people  everywhere.  Produced  in  cooperation  with 
agricultural  extension  services  of  ten  cotton  States,  this  is  a  fast- 
moving  picture,  designed  to  present  facts  and  problems  and  stimulate  dis- 
cussion of  general  interest  to  farm  and  civic  groups  and  schools,  and 
especially  suitable  for  cotton  farmers  to  introduce  programs  of  local  im- 
provement. 
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
